OYSTER BAY, August 
29.—It 
de- 


veloped today that the cablegram from 
Minister L-elshman. 
at Constantinople, 


translated last night to President Roose- 
velt, contained, Jn addition to a state- 
ment of the Incorrectness of the an- 
nounced assassination 
of 
Vice-Consul 
Magelssen at Beirut, an Important re- 
port on the situation In the Ottoman 
Empire. 
Minister Irishman takes a serious 
view of the condition of the affairs in 
Turkey. Practically the entire dominion 
of tl-.o Sultan is in a state of unrest and 
in some parts the existing turbulence 
is equivalent to insurrection. 
Minister Leishmnn apprehends serious 
trouble and indicates 
his 
belief 
that 
American in t t-rosts and American lives 
are in peril on account of the fanaticism 
of the Mussulman population. 
The Minister's report confirmed infor- 
mation ^received by President Roosevelt 
and 
Secretary 
3 lay 
from 
unofficial, 
sou roes. For this reason it was decided 
by the President that Admiral Cotton's 
squadron should proceed 
to 
Turkish 
waters in accordance with his original 
orders, notwithstanding the inaccuracy 
nf the report of tho assault on Consul 
Mng'elsscn. 
In any event that was re- 
garded by this government only as an 
Incident. The fact that the assault upon 
tha Consul was not attended by a fatal 
result simply modifies the action of the 
United States by removing1 one serious 
phase of a situation that might become 
intolerable very soon. 
It has not 
been 
decided 
definitely 
whether or not Admiral Cotton's! squad- 
ron will redezvous at Beirut as originally 
ordered. 
The destination of the vessels 
will be determined by tho developments 
of the Turkish situation.

had a violent quarrel on account oC the 
attentions O'Leary paid to Mrs. Bow- 
ers. 


O'L«ary has been rig dly questioned 


by the police and denie; all knowledge 
of the crime. The detec :ives who have 
been working on the c ise have dis- 
covered a most imports nt clew which, 
In a great measure, tenc s to fasten the 
responsibility for the ci ime upon Mrs. 
Bowers and her sister, Mrs. Sutton.

says: 


All the tubercular dairy cowa In the 


State where the- meat and milk Inspec- 
tion law is in force will have to be 
slaughtered. 
Such Is the opinion of 


Attorney-General Donovan rendered to 
State Veterinarian Knowles, who yes- 
terday sent a letter to that effect to 
Doctor. J. H. Irwin. the meat and milk 
inspector of Cascadero. 


Although Dr. Irwln has not complet- 


ed, the tuberculin test-on aK- the dairy 
animals in the county, the tests made 
thus far show that from 15 to 20 per 
cent of , the dairy cows in the county 
are afflicted with tuberculosis. 
It Is 
approximately estimated that there are 
nearly 1000 cows In the dairies of rhe 
county, the majority being- near Great 
Falls, and according to the percentage 
of animals afflicted with tuberculosis, 
nearly 200 cows will have to be slaugh- 
tered. Dr. Irwin stated yesterday he 
did not know Just when the animals 
would be killed, but that they would be 
put out of existence In the next three 
or four weeks.

GREAT COLLECTION 


OF FOSSILS. 


. NEW YORK, August 29.—Dr. "Wil- 
liam J. Holland, director of the C; r- 


negle Museum of Pittsburg and confi- 
dential adviser to Andrew Carnegla In 
things scientific, has passed through 
this city with what Is believed to bo 
the greatest collection o£ fossils, In 
point of species, in the world today. 
The collection 
was purchased from 


Baron do Boyet of Brussels,' Belglurr, 


j at a price said to exceed $250,000. 


I 
A cable dispatch some weeks ago an- 


nounced that Jir. Carnegie had pur- 
chased the collection for Harvard Uni- 
versity. Dr. Holland declares, however, 
that it is for the Carnegie Museum of 
Pittsburg: 
The collection represents the work of 


over half a century. It contains fossils 
of many birds and fish of which only- 
one or two duplicates are known tD 
exist. The specimens came across the 
Atlantic packed in 258 boxes, the whole 
weighing thirty tons.
